Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' attorney raised three issues: (1) the Tsai reference 
discusses via poisoning rather than preventing the diffusion from the dielectric materia! into the imaging layer, as 
claimed by the Applicants in claim 1; (2) the diffusion barrier (250) of Tsai is a vertical sidewall (also discussed in 
Applicants' Specification, paragraph 6), rather than a horizontal layer formed over a planarization layer, as claimed by 
the Applicants in claim 1; and (3) Tsai does not teach removal of the oxide barrier layer (thus increasing the overall k 
value) as claimed by the Applicants in claim 13. Examiner agreed to consider these issues . 
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
